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DIRECTIONS FOR GETTING PATIENTS INTO THE STATE HOS-

Ist. It should be particularly borne in mind that the Institu- 
tion is not designed as a mere asylum, but as a hospital for the 
treatment and cure of insanity ; and consequently incurable cases 
will not be retained theréin to the exclusion of those which may 
be regarded as curable. 

2d. The application for admission may be made by any person 
standing in the relation of friend or guardian for the time being ; 
-and such application should set forth the full name of the person, 
also the age, color; civil relation, as to married, single or widowed ; 
place of birth; present residence; occupation and pecuniary con- 

dition; how long insane; whether the first attack or otherwise; 
` whether the patient is mild and manageable, or excitable and vio- 
lent; how at present restrained ; whether subject to epileptic fits, 
` or prone to suicide or homicide; the probable cause of insanity ; 
whether hereditary; and whether’ the patient has been subjected 
to hospital treatment, and if so, where, and how long? 

It is important that as many of the above facts as possible 
should be stated in the application or certificates accompany- 
ing it. 

åå. Such application must be aceompånied or followed by the 
following certificates, before the Superintendent can determine 
whether the patient/ cam be admitted : å 

I. Two physicians of the county in which the patient resides 
must certify that they have carefully examined into the condition 
of such patient; and believe him or her to be actually insane. It 
is desirable that such certificate should be somewhat explicit as to 
‘the present and past condition of the patient, setting forth the 
opinion of the physicians making'it'as to the probabilities of cure, 
and any other important suggestion which they may deem proper. 
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II. The chairman of supervisors of the town, the mayor of the 
city, or the president bf the incorpozated village in which such 
person properly resides must certify under oath, to the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital, that.such medical examination has been 
made; and such chairman, mayor or president must accompany 
his certificate with tha certificata pf the examining physicians. 

It must be specially observed by those “having the insane in 
charge, that the application and the above certificates must be 
forwarded to the Superintendent, and his reply received before pa- 
tients can be sent for admission. ,,-, . 

It is now positively known that the present building cannot ac- 
commodate all the ingane of the State ; the above precaution, there- 
fore, becomes specially necessary to avoid disaster to those who 
are thus affiicted. And while it is now apparent that all appli- 
cants cannot be admitted, the spirit of the organic act, as-well as 
that sound policy which would make the Hospital subservient to 
the cause of humanity, and promotive of the public welfare, gives 
precedence to those cases deemed most readily curable, having due 
regard to the relative rights of counties. 

It must, indeed, be apparent to all, that if incurable cases are 
permitted to excludé those which may at present; ba,curable, these 
in their turn may become incurable also; and thus the practical 
utility of the institution may be quite destroyed l., 4" i 

With respect to the residence of insane persons, we deem it proper 

(bo suggest that if such person shall have been; for.the time being, 
xemoved to the county jail or county poor-house, the residence 
should be regarded as in the town, eity'or village from which, he 
«had been thus removed to such jail or, poor house: and Ehe proper 

-.offioer of such town, city or village should make the,necessary çer- 
tificate as to the medical examination of snch, person. But.if an 
insane paron thus confined shall not have bad. a residence in any 
particular town, city or village in the county in which be mar be 

, 80, confined, the chairman, mayor ox president.of the town, city or 
«village in which such jail or poor-house may, be. located, would 

. seem to be the proper person to certify to.such examination. In 
this last class of cases the law is not clear, but.such will be adopt- 
ed as the rule until further legislation may be had on, the subject. 
All oxpenses in conveying patients to the Hospital must be borne 
by such patients, except where persons in “indigent circumstances” 
apply for relief in that respect to the,chairnian, mayor or presi- 
dent of the town, city or village in which they reside, in which 
case the expense must be borne by the county: c-  -

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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


Manison, Oor. Let, 1861. 
To his Excellency, ALEXANDER W. RANDALL, 
Governor of the State of Wisconsin: ` 

In accordance with the requirements of law, we cheerfully lay 
before you a general summary of the condition and progress of 
the Wisconsin State Hospital for the Insane, for the year ending 
September 30th, 1861. à; 

And, while wo have not heen free from perplexities and embar- 
rassments in managing the affairs of said Institution, they have 
not, probably, heen greater than is usual or mjght be looked for 
in geting into operation a new institution of such-a character, and 
we are gratified in the belief that the Hospital has attained as 
great a degree of success as could have been reasonably expected, 
in its present imperfect and disproportionate condition: and with 
prudence and faithfulness on the part of those having it in charge, 
and a continuation of that liberality which has heen hitherto ex- 
tended towards it, we trust that it wil] become a lasting honor to 
the State, and an enduring monument tọ the enterprise and 
humanity of her people. - x 

We stated in our lagt annual report, that there was at that time 
an unsettled balance of indebtedness against the Hospital, of 
about five thousand dollars, over and above the amount which had 
been appropriated to pay such indebtedness as existed at the time 
it was placed under the care of the present Board; and in view of 
that fact as therein set forth, the legislature at its last session ap- 
propriated five thousand dollars to- liquidate such indebtedness. 
The amount of that appropriation was drawn from the State 
Treasury, on the warrant of the exeoutivé- cominittee, and placed 
in the hands of Simeon Mills, Hospital treasurer; and thereupon 
a warrant was drawn by said committee on said Hospital treasurer, 
in favor of Morris, Tasecr & Co., for four thousand nine hundred 
and fifty and 61-100 dollars, being the amount then found to be 
due said Morris, Tascer & Co. on a contract made by the late com- 
missioners, for heating apparatus and attendant fixtures; and a 
warrant was also drawn by said committee, on said Hospital treas- 
urer, for fifty dollars, in favor of John P. McGregor, for services 
as one uf the said commissioners, making an aggregate drawn on 
said appropriation and paid by said treasurer, of five thousand and 
61-100 dollars. , 

Thus the last item of old indebtednes against the Hospital, in 
so far as we know, has been disposed of, and we would here take 
occasion to say, that the whole action of the legislature in refer- 
ence to this institution, has been of that liberal character, which 
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holds eut the encouraging hopeithat:the public sympathies aro in 
the right. dixection; and it. Will: continue to be our:aim, that no 
act of ours shal} tend to weaken, those*Sympatlies, or to repress 
that benefi¢ant fedling which exists in behalf of this humane and 
benevolent object. å » NP. 

_ Án net Was passed with. singular unanimity, during the last ses- 
sion of the. legislature, appropriating forty thousand dollars for 
the enlargement of the Hospital. That: act authorizes the Board 
of Trustees, or such committae as might be designated by them, to 
construct a longitudinal and transverse wing, to be located on the 
west side of the centre building, corresponding in dimensions with 
the wings on the east side of said centre building, In pursuance 
of arequirement of said act, the executive committee advertised 
for sealed proposals for furnishing materials and doing said work ; 
and at thestime designated in such advertisement, the several propo- 
sals were, laid before the Board, to be examined and their respec- 
tive merits determined. After all of such proposals had been con- 
sidered in refarence to the price proposed and the general interests 
of the Institution, it was Pip ahs å agreed and ordered that the 
mason work and furnishing the materials therefor, should be let to 
Joseph Parkins of the county of Dane, for the sum of twenty 
thousand and five hundred dollars, and that the carpenter work 
and painting and glazing, with material therefor, should be let to 
Bradley and Norton of the city of Racine, for the sum of nine 
thousand four hundred and fifty dollars. ` ` i 

In accordance with the said order, eontrapts were entered into 
between the pxecutiver committee : and the ‘aforementioned parties 
on the 6th day of June, 1861; and the requisite bonds to secure 
the completion bf the contract antl the faithful performance of the 
work, were duly made and deposited by;the several contractors. 
The heating:apparatus, gås pipes and fixtures, registers, window 

guards and-spwerage, are not included in either of the above men- 
tioned contracts, as. it was deemed advisable to. have that work per- 
formed by: the State} under the direction of tho; Board, by pur- 
chasing the materialsand having them fitted by persons in'our employ 

-In:eonsequenoe of: the abbva- arrangement, we,are nob yet able 
to determine what will lie the aggregate'øost of; the building when 
fully,completed, ånd; the. more especially so, ns. in-thè final fitting 
up of: ax Institution: of this nharacter, unantigipnted expenditures 
are likelycto-betzeqtirad.; but from the. best-data we haye been 
able to pommand,.werfeel authorized, to express the: hope that the 
building may. He gntirdly completed, in, al], its parts and fixtures, 
without materially transcending the amount which thas been al- 
ready appropriated; and perhapg.avithin the limit of such appro-. 
priationeiy oH adt cta huge etai ag ha 0 4 a 
-But whatever, shall berthe ultimate nost;of. getting the md 
in readiness fox uses we shall opntinue to, práctice. the. most rigi 
economy consistent with utility and durability, in the construction 
and fitting up of this important and much needed Institution. 
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We feel that we have been peculiarly fortunate in the selection 
of our contractors; and we Are gratified in being able to imform 
the anxious people of the State that the work on eich of the con- 
tracts is progressing with such commetidable zeal and almost sur- 
prising rapidity, that if the contractors continue to push forward. 
as they have done thus far, we may hope to see the building en- 
tirely completed at an early period in the summer of 1862; when 
more than one hundred additional patients can be received, and 
the entire number can be better provided aud cared for. 

The roofing is now in rapid process of completion, and before 
the chilting frosts of November shall have made their appearance, 
it is not improbable that the building will be completely closed 
against the wintry elements. 

And when we state that this great work was not commenced till 
about the first of June of the present year, it will be conceded 
that much credit is due to Mr. Parkins and Messrs. Bradley and 
Norton, who have reared that massive and beautiful structure out 
of materials drawn from the quarry and the lumber yard in so 
short a period of time. 

The following sums have been paid to contractors for work done 
and materials furnished, to-wit:

We deem it proper here to say, that'as the Institution has been 
necessarily crowded fo its utmost capacity, without the necessary 
apartments to make the most desirable classification of cases; and 
with males and females necessarily kept in a building properly 
adapted to but one of the sexes, we may regard the lüstitution'as 
having accomplished as much good as we had any reason to anticipate. 

Though we have 8aid that the building was adapted to but one 
of the sexes, they are of course kept in separate apartments; but 
the aggregate number cannot be as large nor the accohimodations 
as good, as if one set of wings Were devoted to oné of the sexes 
exclusively. But however objectionable such a condition of affairs 
may be, it is quite inevitable, unless one of the sexes were entire- 
ly excluded’; until a larger amount of space and greater number 
of apartments shall have been provided :fot the usé of patients. 
When the wings now being erected dre completed and ready for 
use, the eaat wings will be devoted to one sex and the west wings. 
to the other; and as a more extended and bétter classification of. 
patients will be then afforded, the utility and success of the Insti- 
tution will be materially enhanced. . v 

The whole number of patients received into the Hospital sinte 
it was opened in July; 1860, is 145; and the nuniber of’ inmutes 
during a considerable portion of the yéar now brought to a-close, 
has pretty steadily ranged at more than one hundred, ut any giv- 
en period. 
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While a considerable number have been discharged as cured, a 
much greater number have been materially improved ; and all have 
been made far more comfortable than they coüld have been in 
other places than an Institution like this, specially provided for 
their reception and treatment. It will be seen that several patients 
have died during the year, at which no one acquainted with the 
facts connected with their cases should feel the least degree of 
surprise, i 

For when it is borne in mind that many are brought to the In- 
stitution with their .physical systems impaired and broken down, 
by mental and physical disease, and by long and cruel suffering in 
ill provided places of confinement, where restraint by chains and 
brute force had been substituted for kindness and sympathy, it 
should be no wonder that deàth would elaim its vietims from 
amongst the unhappy group. 

But for more full particulars respecting the internal affairs of 
the Hospital, we refer you to the appended report of the medical 
superintendent, wherein minutis are more specifically stated. 

We would say, however, in this connection, that notwithstanding 
the embarassments which surround the Hospital in its present 
condition, the comparative happiness and comfort which have been 
imparted to its inmates, is cause for congratulation to the people 
of the State; and could they fully realize the ammount of good 
which has already been accomplished by their liberal contributions, 
they would not'rest satisfied till every person deprived of his 
reasoning faculties was provided with such a retreat as this Insti- 
tution is designed to afford. 

And in that respect, we look forward with pleasure to the not 
far distant future; for when the building now in progress shall 
have been completed, we entertain the hope that the present ne- 
cessities of the State will be nearly if not fully provided for; and 
that every nian and woman who may be afflicted with the terrible 
scourge of insanity, will find a safe and quiet home within its ca- 
pacious walls. . 

We hope then to be able to give proper accommodation to more 
than two hundted patients; and under favorable circumstances, as 
to their condition when received, the number may be considerably 
increased beyond that above indicated; while owing to the increas- 
ed facilities for classification, the burden of these having it in 
charge will not/be proportionally greater. Å 

It would'seéni to be of great importanée to the welfare of the 
Institution, that the surrounding grounds should be properly in- 
closed and improved'at an early period; not only to facilitate the 
management of its affairs, but to occupy the attention and interest 
the minds of its unfortunate’ inmates. It is a fact notorious to all 
conversant with the subject, that insane persons often take special 
delight in things which are amusing and beautifal, and it does not 
require an argument to convince such, that in attempting to recall 
and reinstate the wandering intellect, much of our suctess may 
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depend on its surroundings being agreeable and pleasing. or un- 
seemly and repulsive. > on l 

Though a considerable amout of labor. has heen and will, be de- 
rived from patients, in cultivating the lands and making improve- 
ments ; a further appropriation will be required for such purposes 
before such improvements can be fully and properly completed, as 
they cannot be made with such labor alone. 

As we have considerable amount of land to cultivate, and a great 
abundance of pasture, more teams and a larger quantity of stock 
should be at once provided; and more fencing and additional cis- 
terns are almost imperatively demanded. : 

Iu our last report we asked for an appropriation of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars for the above mentioned purposes, but only one thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated. And though the sum asked for 
was really less than could have been advantageously used ; in view 
of the large drafts which were then being made upon the treasury, 
we do not complain of the amount which was given. ` 

We take this occasion, however, to again call attention to the 
subject, and trust that it will receive that consideration which its 
importance demands. Of the appropriation made at the last 
session for the purposes above-indicated, $339,38 have been paid 
out. for féncing and cisterns, and the remainder of said appropria- 
tion will be required to meet balances of expenditures already in 
progress, and to make necessåry purchase of stock, falling still 
short of the wants of the Institution in these several] directions. 
We therefore ask an appropriation of $1000 for these several pur- 
poses. : 

The apparatus for beating and other purposes bas been rensona- 
bly efficient in accomplishing the object for which it was construct- 
ed, but the large amount of fuel required:to keep it in operation 
as ab present arranged, must be a continued source of expenditure, 
which cannot fail to create considerable anxiety as to the future 
interests of the State. Though the machinery seemed to work 
reasonably, well for a time, for some months: past the boilers have 
proven to be a source of, great annoyance and vexation ; having so 
far failed'in their mechanism, as to require repairs amounting to 
several hundred dollars in the aggregate! - And, we would here 
take occasion tp say, that though the style of. hoilersis such as 
was required to be furnished, they are of a kind -which--should 
never have been.provided for the Hospital. liis.the almost uni- 
versal opinion,of those who seem competent to judge; that other 
boilers could be substituted which would save from thirty: to fifty 
per cent, of the fuel required for the ones which are now in use. 
Believing that such an estimate will not-vary widely fram the truth, 
sound. policy and good economy most sale dictate, that they be 
at once removed, and. that, others of a more suitable kind he sub- 
stituted in their stead.. ; . : i Å l 

When the. building now being erected is completed and occupied 


by patients, it will require probably at least one thousand cords of 
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wood per annum, torun the machinery with the present boilers ; 
and as the price of wood will be quite certain to,increase, as time 
progresses, it becomes an important desideratuni to economize fuel 
in every appropriate and practicable-nmianner. ` ` uoc 
The,question then arises, whether -we shall annually save from 
one thousand to fifteen hundred dollars in fuel, by the use of more 
economical boilers: and if determined: that we shall, the means 
for their purchase-should be provided. without unnecessary delay. 
Is it not wiser to make a certain expenditure at once, than to 
make a much larger expenditure by constantly accruing driblets ? 
We earnestly commend this subject to the attention of the legisla- 
ture, and recommend that an appropriation, be made to effect the 
change above suggested. And as the present boilers cannot be 
dispensed with till new ones are procured,.the appropriation 
should be sufficient to make the purchase and provide the necessa- 
ry fittings, when the old boilers could be sold,‘and the proceeds, 
paid into the State ,Treasury, as.a partial reimbursement for the 
expense of the new ones. We therefore recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made of thirty-five hundred dollars to purchase and 
fit up two new boilers for the use of the. Hospital. 

We recommended in our last report, that patients who are able 
should be required to pay some portion’ of the expense of their 
being kept in the Hospital; and though “the legislature failed to 
make provision for'such'a purpose, we have seen no reason to 
change the views therein presented, and again bring forward the 
subject for legislative consideration. -Ft is difficult to erer any 
good and substantial reason why those who can furnish the means 
without distressing. their families, sliould not do -something to- 
wards defraying .the.expenses of an Institution erected for their 
especial benefit by the taxes of the the whole people of the State. 
While there is no principle of bengyolence which,:demands that 
the poor shall be taxed for thus supporting the rich, common jus- 
tice requires fhai-the. Jaw should be sq,.changed as to, operate with 
more reason.and greater fairness, . ts ro. J ep c 07 

As the new .building.is.expected to be ready to be occupied by

patients in the spring, Or early in the summet. of, 1862 i furniture, 
bedding, and all the necessary perquisites for -abont ong hundred 
and fifty persons, will have to, he furnished. by, an appropriation for 
that purpose; beforersaid building can be used for the purpose for 
which it has been erected. As considerable time must, necessari- 
ly be consumed in providing the materials and fitting up the build- 
ing, to avoid unnecessary delay in opening said building for the 
admission of patients, it is important that such appropriation be 
made at an early period in the session of the legislature; that the 
Hospital can be brought into use as soon as it is otherwise ready 
for occupancy. According to such estimates as have been made, 
the amount required for such purpose, will be $4,000; and it will 
be seen that the appropriation is one which can not be dispensed 
with, without leaving the new building in an entirely unoccupied 
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condition; and therefore demands prompt and early attention. 
As a largely increased number of patients will, be received after 
the completion of the new building, we estimate that thirty-five 
thousand dollars will bé required to meet the outrent expenses of 
the Institution, for the year ending March 81st, 1863. MES: 

We have been compelled to draw quite largely upon the current 
expense fund, to meet sundry incidental expenditures and repairs 
during the present year, which were not properly “ current ex- 
penses," and yet were inevitable: and where no special fund has 
been provided to meet stich unexpected emergencies as are liable 
to arise, that fund must be drawn upon, or the Institution closed 
and the patients disperséd ; an event not to be thought of without 
a thrill of horror. We have already been placed in that condition 
by the breaking down of our boilers, but we chose the lesser evil, 
and took the responsibility to repair them from that fund, appro- 
priated for other purposes; and as similar misfortunes are liable 
to occur at any period, the fund for current expenses should be 
d ample to meet all contingencies, unless otherwise provided 

y law. 

The appended reports of the Treasurer and Superintendent, set 
forth the amounts expended during the year for the several pur- 
poses of the Institution; and we refer to those reports for a detailed 
exhibit of such expenditurés. As nearly as we have been able te 
estimate, the following appropriations will be required for.the year 
ending March 31st, 1863 : |

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Wisconsin State Hospital for the Insane. 
* 


GENTLEMEN :—In presenting to you.my second annual Report, 
it will be my object to allude to such matters, and such only, as I 
deem to be of. interèst to you as the guardians of the Institution, 
and to the people of the State, as its willing and liberal supporters. 

Since the opening of the Institution, there have been admitted 
one hundred and forty-five patients; seventy-two males and seven- 
iy-three females. There have been-discharged forty two—twenty- 
one males and twenty-one females, “There are now remaining one 
hundred and three; fifty-one males and fifty-two females. Of 
those discharged sixteen were recovered, seven improved, eight 
unimproved, and eleven died. T : 

Those that reeovered were recent cases; all, with one or two 
exceptions, having been insane less than one year. Those im- 
proved were mostly cases of longer, standing, in-which there was 
no ‘good ground to hope for complete recovery. Hospital disci- 
pline, however, seems to have madé an impression upon them and 
to have aroused a power of self-control which, combined with a 
natural desire to remain at home, renders, them manageable and 
often quite serviceable at home. Of the deaths, three were men- 
tioned in my last annual report, and eight occurred during the 
year now closing. .: The causes were as follows:

The cagé of dysentery was: an isolated one," There has been no 
prevailing sickness in our household. The general health of our 
patients: could not have been "better." Our location is apparently 
very healthy, our ventilation is as perfect as hus ever been attained, 
we have-furnished an abundance of nourishing food, and have 
given constant and untiring attention to the cleanliness, exercise and. 
diversion of those under our charge. We. have therefore expected, 
and should have been sadly disappointed not to realize such results. 

Five patients now-remain: in the Institution who have fully 
recovered ;. two of these will return to their friends within a week. . 
The other (io represent a class of the insane that calls for our 
deepest ‘sympathy.. They either have no homes to return to, or 
one that does not deserve the‘name, and to return to which would 


- almost inevitably cause a relapse into insanity. 3 
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Not unfrequently; i the. pasate E n we. feel upon the 
recovery of our pdtients sådly marred by the knowledge that they 
must return, when théy leave us, to some irresistible temptation, 
some desolate condition, or some domestic trouble that may again 
operate to dethrone reason. 

In several other cases now under our care improvement is 
marked, and recovery will, in: due time, undoubtedly take-place. 
Still there remain a large number of utterly incurable cases. In 
many of these cases, however, there is a kind of improvement dif- 
ferent from that previously mentioned, but very interesting and 
gratifying in its way. A considerable number, once filthy to a 
disgusting ‘extreme, haye become habitually neat. Several who 
were considered so dangerous at their former places of confinement 
as to cause. them to be subjected to the most rigid and unremitting 
restraint, mingle here fe and harmlessly with the others. The 
uncouth and profane have, in some instances, become so far refined 
and correct in manner and language as seldom to offend the most 
delicate, < 

We sometimes hear it said that the Institution is not designed 
` for the incurable, and that they should be removed as soon as they 
are known to beso. But it should be remembered that there are 
not cases enough in the State that can reasonably be considered 
curable, to occupy the room already provided, and it would seem 
hard to refuse the remaining room to those whose condition, as we 
have above shown, may be so much ameliorated. 

It is true that more cases of a recent and hopeful character 
may occasionally apply from a single county, than we can admit 
under a literal construction of the law; but in the few instances 
of the kind that have thus far.occurred, we have felt justified in 
departing slightly from the strict legal limits, and never yet has a 
patient been rejected whose case offered the least hong of recovery 
under our care. . T S 

In the treatment of our patients we have labored under the 
same difficulties mentioned in my last report, and must continue 
to do so until the -new'wing is completed. It gives us great 
pleastireto be able to say thatthe work bag been rapidly and well car- 
ried on by the contractorsjaid will doubtiess becompleted and ready 
for patients long before the time fixed by-the. odntract; "The relief 
that-this will afford, both: in the; management : of ‘the, histitution , 
and to the:suffering throughout:the State; cannåt-easily be.imág- 
ined. Considéring.the-unfavorable.cireumstances under which we 
have laböred, our freedom from accidentspandiour good degree of 
success ‘in ‘improving: dnd restoring- the ‘insane,: are matters of 
astonishmentcto ourselves, and àlthough.oonseious of having ex- 
erted oursélvew to.:the best.of* our: ability, we feel. constrained .to 
attribute out sucess to-theaidand protection ofa:kind Ptoviidence.. 

Our patients have enjoyed a remarkable! amount iof,out-deor 
exercise during the past summer. .Many have willingly aided. in 
clearing up the grounds, ‘working the farm, the vegitable and 
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flower gardens, and performing any desired labor. Others have 
enjoyed fishing upon the lake, thus ‘obtaining not only a very 
pleasant and healthy kind of exercise, but also an:agreeable vari- 
ety of food for their tables. We have also a large and very safe 
sail-boat, which has proved to be one of the most useful things 
connected with the Institution, affording a rare and very pleasing 
variety of exercise and entertainment. It will never be used by 
the patients, except under circumstances that insure positive safety. 
We have a flower garden iù front of the building, that seems 
almost the result of a miracle, considering the short time in 
which it has been produced. Boquets from this are constantly on 
the tables throughout the house, and the more quiet female pa- 
tients are frequently allowed to walk in.it and pick flowers for 
themselves. : 

During the past winter we hadsfrequent dancing entertainments 
and social gatherings.; Religious services are held in the chapel 
during the Sabbath, which are gladly attended by about one-half 
of the patients, who conduct themselves in an orderly and quiet 
manner. ' We have a hired billiard table, which is in-almost cen- 
stant usé during the cold season. We very much need a library. 
These means of entertainment and exercise are not mere luxuries, 
but actual necessities, of which the State cannot afford to allow 
the Institution to be destitute, 

Our medical treatment is intended to be discriminating and 
based on scientific principles. It happens that a large number of 
the patients take the same regular medicine. This is because 
they need the same treatment, which is tonic; this is interspersed 
with sedatives, alteratives, &c., according to their requirements, 

Dr. John W. Sawyer has performed the duties of Assistant 
Physician since the first of June. Dr. Sawyer was nearly two 
years with Dr. Ray, in the Butler Hospital, at Providence, R. I., 
and came to this Institution most satisfactorily recommended by 
him. lam well satisfied that Dr. S. wil prove a valuable acqui- 
sition to the Institution and to the State, and hope he will be 
continued in the position he now fills. 

The Matron continues to devote herself with energy and fidelity 
to the interests of the Institution. 

The assistants generally continue to merit approbation for.their 
proper deportment and the faithful discharge of their duties. 

The amount of orders drawn on the treasury for the payment of 
the current expenses for the year now ending, considerably exceeds 
twenty thousand dollars; but we have sufficient wood on hand 
and paid for, to last half through the coming winter. The cur- 
rent expenses for the last six months are a little less than nine: 
thousand dollars. A detailed-statement of the disbursements for- 
the past year is herewith submitted.
